Of course, the cities effected all have, or had, their 
own paid departments and according to the fire insurance 
rates they pay, the service they received was top-notch. 

The firemen were recieving wages in the $800 plus bracket 
in most instances, plus the many fringe benefits normally 
granted to city employees. Along comes the members of 
the County Firefighters Union and begins to prod the group’s arrogance 
local firefighters into letting them represent them and proclamation of 
obtain higher wages and additional fringe benefits. 

Of course, money talks, and the local members are 
soon to the point where they are ready to ask their City Day, ^the group recommend 
Council to consolidate them into the county system. They 
explain the great resources available to them, the train- ,no 
ing facilities and their disposal, the super-contentment of 
the firefighters, etc., etc. The crowning touch is when the far0 
county representatives proceed to sell the taxpayers and 
thsir representatives about the $100,000 plus, per year that 
they will save the city, and another “sucker” is caught 
on the line. 

Should El Monte decide to go County, and we believe 
the pressure will soon be too great to resist, it will only 
leave Arcadia and Monrrovia of the small paid depart¬ 
ments left in this area that can be referred to as individual 
departments. 

Let’s take a look at these so-called savings and how, 
if they ever exist at all, will soon do a quick disappearing 
act, and how Sierra Madre will probably eventually be 
effected by the biggest “power grab” since the “railroad 
power scandals” of yesteryear. 

Most of the cities, including Monrovia, Arcadia, El 
Monte and etc. had tax rates of from ten to twenty cents 
per $100 valuation budgeted for their departments and 
in the case of Sierra Madre Volunteer Department approxi¬ 
mately two cents on the same valuation. The county, at 
the present time, in most localities charge 64.4 cents per 
$100 valuation for fire protection and in some areas the 
cost exceeds $1.00 per $100 valuation. This in itself is a 
big difference. Now then what happens when all fire¬ 
fighters are under one big organization and all represented 
by one big union, it is not hard to predict what the next 
obvious step will be, when the union says our men need 
more more, more fringe benefits, more help, more this 
and more that or we may have to strike. How can you 
fight back? Your city no longer has its own firefighting 
equipment, the fire stations have more than likely become 
the property of the county and the "community pride” that 
now exists within the department is passe. 

The promise of unlimited equipment being available 
to the city is another farce. Sure the county has it and 
it will be available, even if it is 30 or 40 minutes away, 
but under the "mutual aid” agreements now existing be¬ 
tween all local departments almost all of this equipment 
is now available, for free, by a mere telephone or radio 
call for aid. El Monie could always depend on Monrovia 
and Arcadia and Sierra Madre and Sierra Madre could 
get help from Arcadia, Monrovia and El Monte and etc. 

It is impossible to put a price tag on this aid, but each 
chief in these cities knew it was there when they need¬ 
ed it. The county also was quick to response on mutual 
aid calls, so these cities in most instances already had 
the equipment available to them, without the 64.4 tax rate 
to go with it, in case of real need. 

What might happen to Sierra Madre if Arcadia and 
Monrovia are sold the “bill of goods” and their men decide 
they want to go “county” and then the Firefighters Union 
decides that they want to annex the City of Sierra Madre 
Firefighting duties and say they will not longer provide 
mutual aid and may withhold aid, should it be needed. 

The County is soon to open a fire brush station within the 
city limits and perhaps in the future this could provide 
the “foot in the door” they are seeking. But should Arcadia 
and Monrovia and El Monte choose to retain their own 
autonomy this could be a long way off. 

One thing for certain. The local volunteers will resist 
any attempts to undermine the bargain that they provide 
their fellow townsmen, and with a continuation of the kind 
of cooperation they have received from the residents and 
the elected representatives, the citizens can look forward 
to the very best in firefighting, at a minimum of cost, 
no matter how much pressure they are put under by out¬ 
side forces, and we believe that pressure could be con¬ 
siderable at some future time. 

Thousands of cities throughout the United States, with 
populations and areas many times greater still get along 
with fully volunteer fire departments and we can see no 
need for an exception here. 

We sincerely hope that El Monte decides against sur¬ 
rendering their fire department to the county and that our 
two neighbors, Arcadia and Monrovia can resist the polished 
“false economies” that they will no doubt be subjected to 
in the “power grab” in the not too distant future. There 
can be little doubt that should the time come when all 
the county must bargain with one union, or suffer the con¬ 
sequences, the pressure will really be on.

If you're anything like me, you will welcome a 
Christmas gift suggestion or two. One of the most practical 
gifts for persons on the go is an RTD monthly pass. Oh, 
you say it sounds about as exciting as an Irish wake, well 
don’t believe it. An RTD monthly pass provides unlimited 
one-zone riding an any RTD extraCar or the first 30-cent 
portion of any fare. Be practical this year, give something 
your friends and relatives can really use. 

Next week this column will feature detailed informa¬ 
tion on Rose Bowl transportation. Unless you’re one of 
those people who enjoy driving around in the world’s 
largest parking lot, you will want to read about RTD 
extraCar service to the parade and the game. 

A lady wrote in recently accusing me of making bus 
riding sound as easy as taking your own car to work. 
She went on to say that standing on a corner waiting 
for a bus leaves much to be desired. I have to take 
exception to this good lady’s argument and point out a 
few facts she has obviously overlooked. A little simple 
arithmetic will tell anyone that parking in downtown Los 
Angeles can add up to a buck or two, money you can 
keep in your mattress. Now if you’re lucky, you’ll get 
by with only one or two banged fenders a year, another 
buck or two that would look better under your mattress. As 
for waiting on the corner, this ritual can be improved upon 
if you have a timetable. The RTD prints a public timetable 
for all of its 116 lines, usually available from the bus 
operator or from me, Artie Dee. Just drop me a card and 
I’ll see to it you get your timetable. 

THOUGHT FOR TODAY ... A budget is a plan that 
enables you to pay as you go-r-if you don’t go anywhere. 

Q. What bus will take me to Bank of America, Sears 
and Crawfords from Elliot and Hoyt? Mrs. M.T. 

A. The new RTD 135 line will take you to the depot, Tyler 
and Valley Mall, very near the B of A, it will also take 
you to Sears. For Crawfords, take the 135 to the depot 
and change to the 53 line to Crawfords. Iv’e sent you 
timetables. 

Q. Please tell me how to get to downtown Alhambra 
from Covina. I understand there is a bus I can catch 
somewhere in Covina. Mrs. L.S. 

A. The 53 line at Citrus and Badillo in Covina will take 
you to Garfield and Valley where you can change to 
the 61 line to Alhambra. Another way is to get off at 
San Gabriel and Valley and catch the 11 line or get off 
at New Avenue and catch the 17 line. I’ve sent all 
necessary timetables. 

Q. How can I get to Pomona from Charter Oak by bus? 

We live near Gladstone and Sun Flower. 

A. Walk or ride south to Covina Boulevard where you 
can catch the 53 bus to Pomona. 

Q. can we go to the Apple Country near Yucaipa? I 
understand RTD has a bus to that area. We live in 
Baldwin Park. Mr. B.L. 

A. RTD has a bus to Yucaipa (the 60 line) but where it 
stops in Yucaipa is one heck of a distance from the 
Apple Orchards. Sorry.

Wibaux, protesting the slur on its good name and the 
implacability of the federal government, posted a sign: 
“The town of Wibaux was born in 1893 and lost its free¬ 
dom in 1968.” 

Ah, bureaucracy! IT seems to be the hungry one.

Sec. 9495.1. Purpose. 

The CC (Civic Center Dis¬ 
trict) zone classification and 
its application is for the fol¬ 
lowing principal objectives 
and purposes. 

(a) To provide for an order¬ 
ly and harmonious develop¬ 
ment of public and private 
facilities around civic cen¬ 
ters, public parks, and pub¬ 
lic buildings and grounds.
